ALBERTA WINS AT_ CHICAGO 

, “2 

Following Alberta's fine récord of 
victories at the winter fair at Toron- 
to, comes news of successes in the 
grain classes at the Internationa) grain 
show at Ohivago. Tho absence of 
Herman Trelle, who had come to be 
almost a perennial winner of the world 
wheat champonship and who was 
barred from entry this year on ac- 
count of hi® repeated success, led to 
some speculation as to where the 
world wheat title would go this year. 
Tnere was gome hope that Jos, Smith 
of Wolf Creek, who won uhe title for 
Alberta in 1929, and wno was entered 
again this year, might win the big 
prize, but it went to a Saskatchewan 
farmer, Mr. Smith's entry was piaced 
fourth, while 19 other Alberta entries 
in wheat won places within the first 
24. 

Exhibitions from Alberta in other 
classes won a bottal of five world 
chamypionsh ips. The most outstand- 
ing of these was the oats championship 
awarded to Ian Smith, 18-year-old son 
of Jos. Smith near Wolf Creek. This 
wictory is remarkable in that it is the 
first time a junior farmer either from 
Canada or the United States -has won 
a world championship at Chicago. Ian 
Smith ig secretary this year of the 
Edson oats club, but this is the first 
time he has exhibited at a major ex- 
hibition, His championship was the 
ninth world title in oats to come to 
Alberta since 1919. John Lucas, of 
Cayley, won the title three times in 
succession; J. W. Biglands, of La- 
combe, won it twice; Herman Trelle, 
also won it twice, ahd Fred Hamm, of 
Wemibley, won it last year. Altogeth- 
er in the oats class this year, 
Alberta took 12 places out of tht first 
24, 

Another champion at Chicago was 
Nels Linden, of Wetaskiwin, who was 
given the champonship in Trebi pbar- 
ley. Mr. Linden has for many years 
fbeen a consistent winner at Chicago 
end other places, but this is his first 
world championship. Mrs. Smith of 
Edson, won a first prize in two-row- 
ed barley.

Creek, Aita,, storekeeper, a few mo- 
mens afver a coroner's jury reported 
that Anderson “met death bby foul 
means at the hands of a person or per- 
sons unknows.” 

Their arrests came as a climax to 
the inquest hearing in which the fa- 
ther admitted that he had told police 
that his son had killed Anderson, but 
refuted the entire confession, saying 
Uthat he had made it at the request of

police. 

Oorporal T. W. Symons, 
who received the alleged 
denied he had coaxed or - persuaded 
Conradson to make the confession, 
and declared that it came to him quite 
voluntarily on the part of the man. 

A.wan smile crossed the face of the 
son when he was arrested in full view 
of 200 persons in EB, A. Bralthwaite's 
court room. The father kept a straight 
“poker face" and then both handcuf- 
fed to mounted policemen, were taken 
to the Breton barracks to await trans- 
pomation to Edmonton. 

The coroser’s jury reported, “We 
the undersigned jurors, are of the un- 
ammous opinion that Carl Anderson 
of the Buck Creek district met his 
death on November 15 between the 
hours of 8 p.m. and 10:30 p.m. by 
foul means at the hands of a person 
or persons unknown.” 

The father, in his alleged confession 
which incidentally was not read into 
the court records, but which he admit- 
ted in examination, said that he and 
his son, went to Anderson's home on 
the night of Novemper 15, and that 
the boy went to the doorway of An- 
derson’s home, killing him with a .22 
rifle bullet, dragging the body to a 
bed, throwing kerosene over it, and 
then setting fire to it. In his testim - 
ony he refuted this confession. 

Only bones remain of Anderson's 
body and these were exhibited in the 
court A dental bridge found 
with them was identified by witnesses 
as being similar to that which Ander- 
son had possessed. 

A story of difficulties between the 
Conradsons and Anderson wae. un- 
folded during the lengthy session of 
Frank Conradson 
sued Anderson for alienation of affec- 
tions, and lost; and sued Mrs. Con- 
radson for divorce, naming Anderson, 
and Jost. He also wag fined $30 and 
costs on one occasion for assauahing 
Andergon, and Edward Conradeon last 
year, was sentenced to 30 days in jail 
on @ charge laid by Anderson, ‘who 
said that he had stolen his meat grind- 
er,

The most widely read editorthl ever 
written appeared 36 years ago in the 
New York “Sun”, has been reprinted 
by the “Sun” annually at Chtistmas 
time ever since, has been quoted in a 
score of languages the world over. 

This world-famous “Santa Claus ed- 
ftorial” was in answer to the following 
‘etter: 

Dear Editor: | am eight years 
old. Some of my little friends eay 
there is no S8nta Claus. Please 
tell me the truth. 

Virginia O'Hanlon 

The editorial writer who was as- 

signed to reply to Virginia at first dis- 
dained the task as trivial, then found 
himself warming up to a real oppor - 
tunity, and finally wrote the words 
that millions gince then have warm- 
ed to read: 

“Virginia, your little friends are 
wrong. They have been affected 
by the skepticism of a skeptical 
age. They do not believe except 
they see. They think that noth- 
ing can be which is not compre- 
hensible by their little minds, All

Some nations,—most of them,—abandoned the 
gold standard, but a few still adhere to it. Then began the struggle of the | 
currencies. Abandoning the gold standard was a measure of inflation. The 
next step was the more or less gradual reduction of the value of national 
currencies in terms of gold, the object being to raise prices which had fallen 
té a disastrously low ebb. In other words, policies of inflation were embarked 
upon. 

But always in war, no matter the nature of the struggle, one party or 
country always endeavors to outdo the other. It is so in physical warfare; it 
is true in any tariff war. It is equally true in a war of inflation. When one 


. country embarks upon a policy of inflation, even though it be primarily as 4 


matter of domestic concern alone, it immediately has repercussions in other 
countries. So when one country proceeds with a policy of inflation, ard per- 
sists in it, sooner or later other countries will follow suit, and, in following 
suit, will, of course, seek to go other countries “one better.” 

Whatever may be said in favor of a degree of inflation on the one hand, 
or deflation on the other, to meet changing economic conditions,—and 4a 
country engaging in either the one policy or the other always proceeds on 
the assumption that great care will be exercised, and the policy fully con- 
trolled to prevent it getting out of hand,—the net result invariably is that it 
does get out of control, and the final stage of affairs is made worse rather 
than improved, and the process of financial recovery made more difficult and 
of longer duration, with losses made heavier. 

A policy of inflation is being applied in the United States at the present | 
time. As always, President Roosevelt is anxious to keep it within bounds, but 
there are great and powerful influences at work to carry it far beyond what 
the President desires and has in mind. Can the situation be controlled? When 
Congress re-assembles, indications are not lacking that great pressure will be 
applied to put the printing presses to work turning out billions of paper) 
money, in addition to the present inflationary policy of decreasing the gold 
value of the dollar. And Congress ig still supreme in the United States. It 
conferred very extensive emergency powers upon the President, giving him | 
almost dictatorial powers. But it can withdraw those powers, or it can itself 
go much farther than the President and his advisers deem it wise to go. 

And Canada cannot be indifferent to or prove immune from the effects 
of United States policy, whatever it may be. Our trade and other relation- 
ships are too closely interwoven, and our financial undertakings, both public 
and private, so entwined that Canada will be directly affected. Whether we 
like it or not, Canadian policy must, of necessity, be governed to some extent, 

possibly a large extent.—by United States policy in this matter. 

Inflation and deflation, and their consequences, may be traced through- 
out the course of history, dating back to the years B.C., and the lessons of | 
history teach us that inflation appears to have generally, if indeed, not 
always, ended in disaster. There was at first always the intention of control, | 
but the movement usually ended by breaking all bounds. Increased purchas- | 
ing power through inflation is only temporary; higher prices stimulate over- 
production and check consumption; new debts appear, and a return to sta- 
bility is increasingly difficult. 

The depression beginning in 1929 was preceded by wild speculation, en- 
couraged and made possible by an expansion of credit, but encouraged and 
stimulated by installment selling on a scale never before witnessed. Many 
were the warnings issued at the time this wholesale expansion of credit, and 
unprecedented installment buying, was in progress. It could be seen by any-' 
one willing to pause and consider that such installment buying,—all based on 
credit,—coduld not go on indefinitely; that a point must be reached when and 
where millions of individuals committed to installment payments would} 
reach the end of their purchasing power, having used up all their credit and 
pledged all their resources. The saturation point was reached late in 1929,! 
und the crash followed. : 

People had bought land, houses, motor cars, radios, equipment of all | 
kinds, and many luxuries all on the promise to pay, weekly, monthly, yearly | 
installmefts. The time came when they could make no more commitments, 
so production stopped, and with its stoppage, millions were thrown out of | 
employment and were thus placed in a position where they could not meet 
their deferred installment payments. Prices fell, and everybody sustained 
losses. 

Inflation might temporarily raise prices, just as speculation and install- 


ment buying,—which, after all, was inflation pure and simple,—did raise | 


prices. But one form of inflation can not overcome the evils caused by 
another form of inflation.

Major Crime In France 


Swindling Has Taken Place Of More 
Common Charges 

Swindling has become the major 
crime in France and eight times as 
many men and women are tried for} 
criminal offences, the official report, 
on file in the department of justice, 
shows. : 

Murders and infanticides totalling 
three thousand five hundred and 
forty-one in 1921 dropped off to one 
thousand five hundred and twelve by 
the end of the ten-year period. 

To_ offset these statistics of moral 
uplift; French swindlers increased 
from 11,315 to 13,152, while crimes 
committed under the influence of al- 
cohol also grew to a point where in 
1931 they constituted 24 per cent. of 
all infractions against the law. 

On the other hand the number of 
drunkards has diminished, leading one 
to believe that although fewer peop‘e 
are drinking, those who now are seem 
to be taking their bar-room work 
more seriously, with graver results 
on their nervous systems. 

Police provide more tempting tar- 
gets than ever, either for simple as- 
sault or resisting arrest, judging from | 
the growth of those arrested for these 
crimes, a growth which carried the 
figures from 9,312 to 10,149.

Ancient Gaen Revived 


Masonry Of Westminster Abbey Be- 
ing Protected By Limewash 

Various works of cleaning and lime- 
washing now in progress at West- 
minster Abbey belong to a policy 
which began 27 years ago when in 
1906 the late W. R. Lethaby was ap- 
appointed surveyor to the fabric. He 
had advocated a system of cleaning 
and lim@washing as opposed to restor- 
ation for some years before he be- 
came officially connected with the 
church. He had been diligently study- 
ing both the fabric and the original 
records bearing upon its history since 
1875 when he made a drawing of the 
18th century tracing which then ex- 
isted in the gable of the north tran- 
sept above the rose. A few years later 
it was destroyed and that which is 
now seen looking fresh in its new 
coat of limewash was built. 

It is due to his sustained efforts 
that the abbey authorities have been 
converted to the ancient custom of 
protecting their masonry with lime- 


, wash. Furthermore, they are using 


it white—to tint the wash takes, 
away a certain percentage of its 
value as a preservative.

Smallest Nation In Balkans Uses 
Gold Of Other Nations 


The tiny kingdom.of Albania, small- 
est in the Balkans, is the only coun- 
try in that region which -still pays its 
officials in gold, and where one may 
obtain gold in exchange for paper. 

A general gasp of incredulity was 
noticeable in Sofia the other day, 
when the Albanian Bishop Vissarion, 
representing his nation at the inter- 
national conference for the union of 
International Friendship through the 
churches, calmly pulled a fat purse 
from under his cassock and paid his 
hotel and other expenses in hard yel- 
low coin. ; 

His Grace explained that Albania, 
having no national currency of its 
own, is obliged to pay its officials on 
the basis of the gold franc. But since 
that pre-war phenomenon is rare to- 
day, English sovereigns, Turkish pias- 
tres, Italian lire, ‘and even United 
States $5 and $10 gold pieces are em- 
ployed in addition to the old “Napo- 
leons”’ or “Louis.” 

Until the United States went off 
the gold standard, its paper dollar 
used to be regarded as the most solid 
currency circulating in the Balkans, 
and was employed to replace gold as 
aimedium of exchange. Since its 
drop, however, the Albanians and 
others have gone back to the precious 
metal itself. 

In all other Balkan countries the 
governments have confiscated all 
gold, replacing it by depreciable local 
paper currency. Heavy penalties are 
imposed on those found trafficking in 
gold, or taking foreign exchange out 
beyond the borders.

Policy Of Medical Aid For Saskatch- 
ewan Dry Areas 

Immediate inayguration of a policy 
of medical and hospital relief for the 
1933 drought area in Saskatchewan 
was announced by C. B. Daniel, gen- 
eral manager of the Saskatchewan 
relief commission. 

The plan provides for the consider- 
ation by the commission of applica- 
tions from medical practitioners in 
this area for assistance in the matter 
of medical care for relief patients and 
for increased grants for the hospital- 
ization of indigent patients. 

The plan will be effective as from 
Nov. 1. Further details as to maxi- 
mum allowances and conditions of the 
advances will be given out at a later 
date. It is in line with the preliminary 
announcement made some time ago 
by Hon. F. D. Munroe, Minister of 
Public Health.

Canada should co-operate to the 
full in the London wheat agreement, 
Mr. Imrie urged. Since this country 
had been the chief sinner in expand- 
ing its wheat acreage, it should feel 
thankful that the reduction demanded 
was not greater.

Mr. Imrie also 
deplored that the indiscriminate and 
scattered settlement of the west 
should have resulted in establishing 
families on unproductive and untest- 
ed lands| He urged a redistribution 
and a general thickening of settle- 
ment.

Canada was the only exhibitor of 
live birds having government official 
records, a fact which created wide- 
spread interest, visitors from all parts 
of the world arriving at the Congress 
exhibit demanding to be shown the 
birds with the Government certifi- 
cates. 


Canada was represented by a small 
but attractive educational exhibit and 
by a number of registered R.O.P. and 
exhibition bred birds. When the live 
bird exhibit was being prepared, and 
because the birds were first promised 
bv the Canadian National. Poultry 
Record Association, it was considered 
better business not to sell these b'rds, 
but to donate them to persons, insti- 
tutions or governments where they 
would do the most good for Canada. 
Among the birds that were donated 
was a trio. of Chanteclers to His Holi- 
ness the Pope, several trios to the 
Italian Government and a trio to the 
British Consul General in Rome. 

There were also the two official 
delegates already mentioned, and in 
addition many Canadians attended in 
their private capacity. The education- 
al exhibit told the story of Canada’s | 
national breeding policy; illustraticns | 
showing poultry instruction in schools 
and with boys’ and girls’ clubs, farm- 
ers’ flocks, the interior of a poultry 
laboratory, poultry culling and selec- 
tion, R.O.P. flocks, laying contests and 
registration, marketing, standardiza- 
tion, grading, etc, The attractiveness | 
and the completeness of the story | 
made the Canadian exhibit a very 
popular one. 

One remarkable point about tae! 
Congress was that it marked the re- 
opening of the Market of Trajanus 
after a period of 2,000 years. During 
all that time the market-place had 
been lying buried among the ancient 
ruins of Rome, and twenty centur: es | 
ago had been the popular produce 
market where the Roman citizens 
purchased their eggs and poultry 
from the farmers. These ruins have 
been dug out and repaired and, 8'g- | 
nificantly enough the redpéned miar- | 
ket was first used for the educaticnal 
and live bird exhibits of the Fifth 
World’s Poultry Congress. It was: 
here in the Capital that the cack- 
ling of the sacred geese prevented 
the capture of the ancient Roman 
citadel by tae barbarians, so that the 
h'storic setting of the Market for the | 
Congress was especially appropriate. 
However. the six floors and the nu- 
merous stairways of old stone steps 
were not the most convenient for an 


_ exhibit of this kind, nor the most ad- 


vantageous for the attendants who 
had to climb five or six stories from 
one exhibit to another. 


The Congress sessions were held 
in the building of the Agricultural 
Institute, and were attended by dele- 
gates from practically every Euro- 
pean country and from Japan, Pales- 
tine, Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa, the United States and Can- 
ada. 

These congresses are the tri-annual 
meetings of the World's Poultry Sci- 
ence Association, and professor An- 
tonio Ghigi of Italy was selected Con- 
gress director and its next president. 

The delegates were given every op- 
portunity for sight-seeing, which in- 
cluded Rome and its environs. Naples, 
Pompeii, Vesuvius, etc. On two after- 
noons, sections of Italy were aan 
where’ swamps had been drained and | 
the land reclaimed for agricultural | 
purposes.

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A brand new picture of creation, a 
univers® 6f stars forming a honey- 
comb-like soapsuds, instead of being 
one: vast expanding bubble aboyt to 
burst, was. given to the National 
porn Science by Abbe Georges 
Leniaitré, famous Belgian astronomer. 

In this suds arrangement some 
bubbles: aré expanding, others con- 
tracting, others unchanging. Each 
bubble is so immense that light takes 
sometimes 100,000 years to ¢rossfrom 
dne side to the other. 

Each bubble is either one of the 
huge star clouds called galaxies, or 
a whole eollection of them. Motaer 
earth lies in one of these bubbles, 
where contraction or the expansion 
of her neighborhood star group is 
rather slow. 

Some stars seem to be rushing to- 
ward earth, others away from here. 
But whatever the ultimate outcome 
of this celestial puzzle, it will take 
so many millions of years for humans 
to get closé to any now distant star 
that there is nothing to worry about. 

The academy also was given the 
latest weather studies to show that 
all over the earth the weather of any 
section repeats itself once in about 
every 23 years. Real long d'stance 
weather forecasting was predicted as 
a result of this discovery. 

Scattered evidences of the poss!- 
ble creation of matter, that is of 
gamma rays which resemble light, 
turning into solid matter were dis- 
cussed by Dr. Robert A. Millikan, No- 
bel prize winner in physics. He found: 
this evidence at present very slight | 
and doubtful, although he said that 
theoritically it was plausible. 

Father Lemaitre’s new star suds 
theory was introduced by Dr. Harlow 
Shapley, director of the Harvard as- | 
tronomical observatory. Dr. Shapley 
described recent observations which 
he said seem to bear in a slight de- 
grec some parts of the bubbly uni- 
verse hypothesis. One such evidence is 
the great density of star collections in 
some parts of space. Such stars may 
be massed 100 times more densely 
than in other regions. 


Perspective Is Lacking 


Perverted View Of World 
Creates Wrong Idea 

Once a distinguished writer said! 
we hear a lot about the one man 
who falls off a ladder, and very lit- 
tle about the ninety-nine who never 
fall off. True. And important. It 
is important because it emphasizes | 
the utter lack of perspective in the 
consideration of everyday affairs. A 
Scottish newspaper of standing re- 
cently printed a page of photographs 
in which it presented apparently as 
the most immediate piece of Ameri- 
can news a riot at Ambridge, Pennsyl- 
vania, showing armed deputies dis- 
persing pickets and brandishing rifles 
in the streets. To those unfamil'ar 
with conditions in the United States 
such a picture might very well be 
regarded as an illustration of a fre- 
quent or general situation. In the 
same way newspapers and news films 
in many countries often present a 
completely perverted notion of the 
true state of affairs in other countries 
or even in other sections of the same 
country. Ask California about earth- 
quake pictures, or Florida about hur- 
ricane stories. 

The public attaches no blame to 
newspapers or picture agencies for 
giving it a one-sided view of the 
world. It is the regular thing to do. 
But is it the wisest? One hundred- | 
odd millions of people go about their 
business in a quiet, normal way, whi'e 
a scattered hundred turn to riots. The 
millions forgotten. The scattered hun- 
dreds in the spotlight. 

Is this what the public wants? 

Or ig there need for a new sense 
of perspective ?—-Christian Science 
Monitor.

The Carnegie Corporation of New 
York stands ready to establish a cen- ' 
tral library agency for Canada, at a 
cost of more than $100,000 for the 
first five years, if guarantees are 
forthcoming that the project will re- | 
ceive adequate financial support from 
Canada at the end of the five-year 
period. 

So stated John Ridington, Univer- 
sity of British Columbia librarian, 
who returned from a conference in 
Chicago with Dr. Frederick Keppel,

Nearly 40,000 People Attend Forestry 
Car Lectures Last Season 

Nearly 40,000 people attended the 
lectures on the Canadian Forestry As- 
sociation Tree Planting Car during 
the past season, according to the re- 
port of Alan B. Beaven. 

The car left Regina March 25, and 
travelled for four months over the 
C.N.R. lines and then for 
months over the C.P.R. lines. 

It visited 128 centres, at which 
256 lectures were given. Often 200 
people crowded into the car to hear 
the lecture and see the movies, scenes 
from every province in the Dominion, 
and beautifully colored slides from ac- 
tual photographs taken in Saskatch- 
ewan, showing home beautification. 

One hour of actual lecturing on 
tree planting and its benefits, par- 
ticularly for shelter belts, home, 
street and public building beautifica- 
tion as well as for churches, cemeter- 


‘fes was given. Question periods fol- 


lowed each lecture. Invariably 30 or 
more especially interested listeners 
took part in the resultant discussion. 

Civic authorities were assisted w'th 
plang for civic tree planting and beau- 
tification. Similar assistance was giv- 
en to many farmers whose grounds 
were visited by the car staff. 

Four hundred and sixty letters of 
inquiry for information were answer- 
ed, in addition to personal contacts. 

School authorities and teachers de- 
clared holidays that children might 
attend. Special’ question period added 
to children’s lectures for benefit of 
older pupils. Hints and assistance giv- 
en for planting of trees and shruts on 
school grounds. 

Many orchards were found spring- 
ing up as a result of protection af- 
forded by shelter belts which in turn 
had been inspired by earlier tours 
of the forestry car.

This 
done, the gauchos dismounted, skin- 
ned the fallen animals, and abandon- 
ed the meat to carrion birds and wild 
dogs.

“About 50 per cent. of the patients 
; in Canadian mental hospitals are suf- 
fering from no brain or nerve injury 
and have no physical basis for their 
mental disease,” says the _ rcport. 
“Their mental illness is due to their 
inability to reconcile their personal 
wishes and desires with the demands 
of society. The resulting lack of har- 
.ony within more or less completcly 
destroys any possibility for happiness 
of harmony with the outside world. 
An understanding of the principles of 
mental health would have prevented 
the majority of these persons from 
ever developing any mental disease,” 
it is pointed out.

Whenever I unpack- 
ed, I simply took out my suits, shook 
them and they were ready to wear.

The inventor pulled up a resilient 
pants’ leg and demonstrated his 
socks. The tops, while maintaining 
an ordinary, innocent appearance, 
were flexible, and there was no need 
for garters. 

Adamson, who was born in the 
Lancashire, England, textile district 
and has been in the textile industry 
all his life, explained that there is 
no end of the possibilities of his dis- 


,| covery. Clothing far men, women and

Fantastic Robot Of U.S. Navy Goes 
To Great Depths 

The United States navy has com- 
pleted.preliminary tegts of a fantastic 
robot diving bell, represented as able 
to plunge into the ocean, pick up a 
dome or a twenty-five-foot locomotive 
crane, and carry workers into depths 
heretofore beyond their reach in sal- 
vaging submarines and saving lives. 

The pear-shaped, two-armed con- 
trivance, invented by EB. J. Romano, 
of Seattle, is radically different in di- 
mensions, outlines, grappling hooks 
and lights from ordinary diving ap- 
paratus. 

The device has been manipulated 
more than 850 feet under water and 
tested to withstand pressure deeper 
than 1,500 feet, in contrast to the 
100-foot operations of average divers 
in old-style equipment. 

The advantages of the device, the 
inventor says, ‘are the delicacy of 
touch of the grappling irons—they 
have been used to drive tacks and 
play cards, yet they have tons of 
crushing force—the great depths to 
whica it can descend and the unique 
lighting system, effective at greater 
depths, he claims, than any other 
known.

Cc. E. Campbell, comptroller of cur- 
rency for the Department of. Fin- 
ance, has a problem. He wants to 
know what happened to the 20,000,000 
new bronze coins minted here in the 
past 12 months.

“coppers” for every Man, woman and 
child in the country and yet the mint 
is being taxed to meet the demand. 
It is all perlexing to Campbell. 

‘TI wish the banks would tell me 
what is being done with them for 
the mint is being hard pressed to 
meet the démand,’’ Campbell told an 
Ottawa service club. In the past 
month, the mint was forced to issue 
2,500,000 coppers, swelling to 264,-
